WINNIPEG, Dec. 1—Six resolutions 
fororing the eleventh plank of the 
Canadian farmers’ economic platform, 
passed on Friday evening by the Cana- 
dian council of agriculture, were an- 
nounced Saturday by Norman P, Lam- 
bert, secretary. 

These resolutions complete the plat- 
form arranged by the council during 
the conference, 

One of the resolutions urges the 
Placing in the field at the next general 
election of candidates who will sup- 
portthe platform enunciated by the 
Canadian council of agriculture, 

Following are the new resolutions 
passed Friday night: 

“That this council recognize the 
€reat importance of such an educa- 
tional system as will train the rising 
generation in the highest ideal of 
citizenship, and that we keep with 
those who are promoting a national 
congress on education; 

“That this council approve strongly 
ofthe work done by ¢he laboratory 
in Winnipeg and urge on the dominion 
government the elaboration and ex- 
tension of the system of laboratories 
for making accurate milling and bak- 
ing tests of aCnadian wheat, in order 
to secure more nearly the intrinsic 
value of the wheat on the market, 

“That the executive take steps to 
investigate the conditions surrounding 
the marketing of stock, particularly 


the various itema of expense that are 
charged against shipments; 

“That the post discharge allowance 
to returned soldiers be increased to 
cover a period of six months instead 
of three months; 

“That the executive be given auth- 
ority to take action ‘In connection with 
any movement towards Rational stan- 
dardization of text books in the schools 
of Canada; 

‘That this council recommends to 
the provincial associations that they 
take action in whatever manner they 
deem advisable to secure the nomina- 
tion and election of candidates at the 
next federal election who will endorse 
and support the platform adopted by 
this council.” 

In Line With Original Platform 


OTTAWA, Dec. 1.—Hon, T. A. 
Crerar, minister of agriculture, re- 
turned to the capital today from Win- 
nipeg. He stated that the object of 
his trip to the west had been to dis- 
cuss with the representatives of the 
farmers, in session at Winnipeg, the 
government's plan for the demobiliza- 
tion of the overseas forces. 

When questioned as to the platform 
adopted by the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture, Mr. Crerar remarked that 
the resolutions approved by that body 
were in line with platform adopted

tion, it would not be their wish that 
the city should make an expenditure 
of money, at this time, when there are 
s0 many other ways in which it is 
needed. 

But we must, as a grateful people, 
make a Memorial to the men and 
women who gave their lives in fight- 
ing the epidemic, and it is fitting tl.at 
ft should be done in some way that 
will carry on the spirit of the service 
they rendered. Stone and cross do not 
seem to be the proper medium through 
which their memory should be per- 
petuated. Their last ounce of strength 
was spent in helping their fellow-men 
and so it would seem that, to fittingly 
pay honor to their sacred memory, 
we must carry on that spirit of good- 
will to men, 

The epidemic has spent Nts fury, 
mnd now seems to have largely passed 
but it has left many a vacant place 
in the homes of our people. It has 
left shattered and weary ones, who 
will not be able for some time to take 
up life’s duties; there are homes from 
which the father has gone, and the 
mother and children are left alone, 
facing the winter with its imperative 
needs of fuel and clothing. 

There have been many mothers 
taken, leaving the father confused and 
bewildered in his double burden of 
earning for and caring for his chil- 
dren; and chere have been cases where 
both parents have died. The flu has 
made more orphans in Alberta than 
the war, ; 

What more fitting tribute could we 
make to the memory of our brave 
dead than a memorial fund, to bring 
relief to the suffering families of 
Northern Alberta? In what better 
way could we take up the torch which 
fell from their failing hands? 

We formed enlendid organizations 
at short notice when the epidemic 
was upon us.

Four More Deaths from Epidemic | 
: Occur in City Saturday 
and Sunday 


* Thirty-three new cases of influenza 
were reported to the medical health 
inspector Friday, seven on Saturday 
and none at al! on Sunday, although 
at least one case is in a local hospital 
which has not yet been reported, 

Two more deaths due to the epi- 
bdemic have occurred since the Satur- 
day report, making four in all for 
Saturday and Sunday, Those reported 
Sunday were both of patients who 
came from outside the city, Ernes: 
Fairbenks Hartley, of South Cooking 
Lake was admitted to the South Hall 
hospital a couple of days ago suffering 
rom a severe case of influenza and 
died there at 2 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon. The South Hall hospital has 
~ared for 128 cases in all, Sixteen 

ave proved fatal, seventy-four have 
recovered and been discharged and 
chere are 38 still in the hospital, 

FE. Kaya, 41, a farmer of the Batten- 

urg district, died Sunday of influenza 
in a local hospita! after a brief !llness, 
The funera] arrangements .are in 
harge of Andrews Bros. who are 
vaiting to hear from Mrs, Kaya, who 
8 at the coast.

CHURCHES WILL 
AID IN SOLVING 
_ BIG PROBLEMS 


Will Assist Government in Re- 
gard to Repatriation and 
Employment 


OTTAWA, Nov. 30.—During the pe- 
riod of the war various religious de- 
nominations appointed boards and 
commissions on military service. As 
an outcome of their activities a joint 
meeting was called in Toronto in No- 
vember, consisting of duly appointed 
representatives of the Presbyterian, 
Congregational and Baptist churches, 
to consider and effect a joint com- 
mission with the hope that other re- 
ligious bodies would associate them- 
selves with the movement, 

The commission, after duly organ- 
izing, appointed a deputation to wait 
on the Dominion government in order 
to discover how far and in what re- 
spect co-operation is possible for the 
benefit of Canada during the period 
of demobilization and reconstruction, 
The deputation consisted of the fol- 
lowing: 

Right Rev. Bishop J. C. Roper, Ot- 
tawa, church of England war service 
commission; Rey, 8. D, Chown, D.D., 
general superintendent of the Meth- 
odist church; Rey. D. T. L. McKerroll, 
secretary of the national service com- 
mission, Presbyterian church; Rev. 
A. N. Marshall, D.D., chairman of the 
army and navy board, Baptist church; 
and Rev. T. B. Hyde, representing the 
Congregational Church Union of Can- 
ada. 

They met the acting prime minister, 
Sir Thomas White, who was accompa- 
nied by Major-General Mewburn, min- 
ister of militia, and Hon. H. W. Row- 
ell, president of the privy council.. 
The deputation informed the govern- 
ment that their purpose in conferring 
was to offer whatever services they 
might be able to render at the im- 
portant period in our national experi- 
ence, 

It transpired during the interview 
that the government has intended to 
secure the aid of the churches in the 
solution of the problems arising out 
of repatriation and employment. The 
commission haying anticipated the 
wish of the government in this respect, 
its deputation met with the most cor- 
dial reception, and the acting priime 
minister outlined several important 
services the churches might render 
the country in co-operation with the 
government during the period of re- 
construction, 

Sir Thomas White requested the 
deputation to further confer with Hon. 
Mr. Rowell, of the government com- 
mission on repatriation and employ- 
ment. At this interview the inde- 
pendence of church and state in the 
task of rehabilitation was more fully 
realized, and the members of the 
deputation state that they were im- 
pressed by the scope and thorough- 
ness of the plans of the government, 
which they say have taken under con- 
sideration all phases of national actiy-

Resolutions were adopted at the 
meeting demandinfg the immediate 
release of al) political prisoners and 
calling the attention of President WiI- 
son to the “urgencyfof justice’ in the 
case of Thomas J. ooney, the Jabor 
leader, at San Frageisco. 

Another resolution adopted demand- 
ed the creation of a democratic league 
+of peoples based on the abolition of 
conscription, disarmament, selfdeterm- 
ination of all peopies, including Ire- 
land, and other subject peoples in the 
British empire; the withdrawal of 
the allied armies from Russia; the 
immediate restoration of the workers’ 
international and the inclusion of in- 
|} ternational labor charter in the peace 
terms, 

James Ramsay MacDonald, former 
chairman of the labor party, and Mrs. 
Philip Snowden, a woman suffrage 
advocate, were the principal speakers. 

It was announced at the meeting 
that £100,000 had been received for

It is now stated that after an inter- 
change of views with the British gov- 
ernment, it has been decided that 
the Canadian Expeditionary force 
(Siberian) organized on the lines or- 
iginally intended, will be dispatched. 
Accordingly, the troops now in wait- 
ing at Victoria will proceed forthwith 
to join the detachments already at 
Vladivostok and en route. 

A condition of this decision is that 
arrangements will be made to send 
back to Canada within one year of 
the signing of the armistice any mem- 
ber of the forces who desires to re- 
turn. It is not unlikely that it may 
be possible to withdraw the whole 
force next spring, but this is a matter 
of uncertainiy, The force is not re- 
quired for an offensive campaign, al- 
though it may be called on to quell 
local disturbances, Its mission is to 
stabilize the situation, support the 
newly formed government and pave 
the way for economic development. 


TRIED TO SINK 
REWA WITHOUT 


LEAVING TRACE 


Balfour Declares There Is no 
Doubt U-Boat Commander Tried 
to Slaughter All Witnesses 


LONDON, Dec. 1,—(British Wire- 
less—-The British foreign office has 
published a paper giving the details 
of the sinking of the British hospital 
ships Rewa, Glenart Castle, Guilford 
Castle and Liandovery Castle, by Ger- 
man submarines in January, Febru- 
ary, March and June of this year. A 
copy of the statement has been sent to 
diplomatic representatives in all neu- 
tral countries, 

Mr. Balfour, the foreign secretary, 
who drafted the statement, said: 

“There can be little doubt that the 
German commander attempted to 
slaughter all the witnesses of his 


crime and to sink the ship Rewa with- | 


out leaving any trace, according to 
Count Luxberg’s notorious phrase.” 

The statement says in part: 

“The German government in reply 
to the protest addressed to them by 
the British government through the 
Spanish ambassador, denied that a 
German submarine attacked the Rewa 
and, in the absence of proof, refused 


to discuss the protest made by the| , 


British government against the at- 
tacks made on the Glenart Castle and 
the Guilford Castle. The foreign sec- 
retary thereupon transmitted  state- 
ments, supported by a sworn declara- 
tion of facts, in regard to the attacks 
on these ships, and pointed out that 
there could be no doubt that the sub- 
marine belonged to the German force. 
This action, as had already been stat- 
ed, was contrary not only to interna- 
tional law and the law of humanity, 
but also to a definite pledge given by 
the German government to the Span- 
ish government that the German na- 
val forces would not attack hospital 
ships, except in certain waters which 
did not include those in which these 
vessels were assailed,” 

The facts which have already been 
published concerning the sinking of 
these hospital ships, as well as the 
Guilford Castle and the Llandovery 
Castle, are set forth in the statement.

Ottawa, 

Premier Norris gave out this pre- 
liminary statement as to the objects 
and accomplished business at the Ot- 
tawa gathering: 

“The first question discussed was 
the application of the prairie prov- 
inces for their natura! resources. Our 
case having been laid before the con- 
ference, a statement was made by the 
acting premier to the effect that the 
federal government had decided that 
it would not be desirable to transfer 
the natural resources to the prairie 
provinces at this time. He also stated 
that the Canadian government had no 
objection to the subsidy in lieu of 
lands remaining undisturbed as com- 
pensation for the portion of the na- 
tural resources heretofore alienated, 
providing that this was mutually satis- 
factory to the other provinces 

“The federal government, therefore, 
Suggested that the provincial repre- 
sentatives confer together. Such con- 
ference therewpon took place, but no 
unanimous conclusions were reached 
because the eastern provinces argued 
that if this policy was followed with 
regard to the prairie provinces, the 
others became entitled to @ readjust- 
ment and reconsideration of their 
financial relationship with the federal 
government. 

“The prairie provinces took very 
{strong grounds against this, and sub- 
mitted to the conference a document 
|stating clearly the position taken by 
jthem, so as to to preclude any pos- 
sibility of misunderstanding in the 
future, 

“The government has 
|}taken our application under advise- 
|ment and has intimated that their 
proposal will be embodied in an order 
in council and announced without un- 
due delay.” 

Land Settlement 

As to land settlement, Premier 
Norris said that provincial Qegisiation 
is required to carry out tnese pro- 
| posals, He intimated that at the next 
| Session of the legislature, an act would 
be passed, 

It does not follow, Premier Norris 
said, that the provincial governments 
are asked to assume any Teaponsibility 
for the general work of demobiliza- 
tion; their co-operation ip particularly 
sought in connection with the finding 
of sul.able employment for the de- 
mobilized soldier, 

In this connection, the provinces 
|wWere asked to consider a scheme of 
employment service, and the proposals 
|will receive immediate attention at 
the hands of the various provincial

Meeting in Interest of Joseph A. 
Clarke, Mayoralty Candidate,

| The first meeting of the municipal 
campaign was held in the Orpheum 
|; theatre on Sunday in the interest of 
Joseph A, Clarke, candidate for mayor 
A fair sized audience attended. Pau! 
Makepeace was called to the chair and 
Dr. R. C. Ghostley was the first 
speaker, 

Dr. Ghostley-confined himself chief- 
ly to criticizing the administration of 
the health department during the epl- 
demic. There had, he said, been from 
200 to 260 unnecessary deaths and the 
economic loss to the community, be- 
cause of these deaths, would run up to 
the millions. Experience had shown 
that an outbreak of disease of this 
nature fn the fall was always followed 
by another and more severe one tn the 
|spring, due to people having passed the 
winter under fnsanitary housing con- 
ditions and this would be the case here 
unless an aggressive, progressive 
health department tock hold of the 
matter and instituted the preventative 
measures needed, 


“If you don’t attend to it you will 
have another.outbreak in the spring, 
with a higher death rate!” declared 
the doctor. 

To meet the situation, he said, it 
Would be necessary to elect to 
offices men who were aggressive, men 
who would take hold and who were 
not retrogressive as the present city 
| government was, 
| Mrs. Bell, introduced as president of 
the Housekeepers’ League, said that 
the closing of the parks, which some 
cltizens were trying to bring about, 
would lead to an increase in disease. 
She said that she wae supporting Mr. 
Clarke because he always stuck up for 
the under-dog and for a square deal 
}for the wage workers. His enemies

| Preventive Measures. 


Bolshevism under any other 
/name means the same thing. The 
mob which tramped the streets of

fanless measures are taken by the 
jgoverning authority to ease the 
process of readjustment and help 
tide over the period of change. 
Of all countries engaged in the 
war Canada has the best chance to

' tion of industry and consequent, 
| development of hardship and dis- 
' content. Canada, therefore, has 
' least to fear of all the belligerent 
countries an outbreak of Bolshe-

vism, provided the proces of recon- 
struction is guided and aided by a 
Government policy designed with 
intelligent regard to the situa- 
tion, 

But it would be folly to assume 
on that account that Canada has 
nothing to fear from the contagion 
that is spreading from Russia 
throughout the world. There are 
Bolshevist, sympathizers in Can- 
ada, and elements in the country 
who can be gathered up by them 
into forces of disorder, if it is al- 
lowed, To prevent that two things 
are necessary; the relief of just 
discontent, and punishment of 
anyone who tries to trade upon 
discontent to stir up revolutionary 
movements, <A reconstruction 
policy, and the prompt jailing of 
whoever raises the red flag in 
Canada, are the immediate duties 
which confront the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and in degree all other 
governing bodies in the country. 


A Dangerous Delusion 


‘(Hope deferred maketh the 
heart sick.’’ For years the tax- 
payers of Edmonton have been 
trying to bring about a solution 
of the civie financial difficulties. 
Progress has been made. but suc- 
cess has not yet been achieved. 
Naturally there is a tendency to 
say: ‘‘What’s the use? We may as 
‘‘well let the city go into the hands 
‘of a receiver, the speculator be 
“‘squeezed out, vacant property 
“‘sold to balance the city’s liabili- 
“‘ties, and make a fresh start with 
“a clean slate.”’ 

That would be sound civie pol- 
icy if it were based upon facts. 
But it is not. If a receiver were 
placed in charge of the city it 
would be not to relieve us from 
embarrassments, nor to levy the 
| burden of taxation equitably ; but 

{to collect the interest and prin- 
cipal due to the creditors. Who 
| the money came from would be a 
matter of indifference to him, and 
no theories as to the equitable im- 
position of taxes would count for 
a moment against the necessity 
of collecting real money forth- 
with. 

One thing can be taken as cer- 
tain. The receiver would waste 
no time or effort trying to turn 


tried that and failed. That would 
be all the evidence he would re- 
quire as to the futility of looking 
for money in that direction. More 
than this, the receiver would rep- 
resent interests who are not at all 
anxious to ‘‘squeeze out the spec- 
ulator’’ and to establish the own- 
ership of property on a strictly 
utilitarian basis. To squeeze out 
the speculators he would have to 
squeeze out some of his principals. 

Ready money being what the 
receiver required, he would go 
|after it where there was an ap- 
parent chance of getting it; by 
| levying upon business turnover, 
upon wages and incomes, upon) 
| property in use and the improve- 
ments upon it, upon household | 
goods and personal belongings, | 
upon any and everything from 
which money could be extracted, 
either by compelling the owners | 
to pay or by seizure and sale.) 
Whether owners were landlords | 
or tenants would not concern him. | 
He would not be interested a little | 
bit in vindicating the single tax 
theory. He couldn’t afford to be. 
His job would be at stake. 

Allowing the city to default 
does not therefore offer to the 
magn who has not speculated in 
real estate a way to escape having 
to pay a share of the city’s debt 
and a share of the running ex- 
penses. Neither does it hold a 
prospect of relief from the new 
taxes on business, on improve- 
ments, and on incomes. On the 
contrary, the prospect is that un- 
der the receiver these taxes would 
be both retained and increased ; 
and any other methods of taxa- 
tion which seemed likely to bring 
in money would be applied and 
worked for all they were worth. 

The notion that a receivership | 
offers a quick and easy means of | 
liquidating our liabilities and 
clearing the ground for a new 
start may as well be discarded, for | 
it is a delusion. Tyranny is no} 
improvement on sel?-government ; 
especially the tyranny of an agent 
representing monied interests. 
While the citizens retain control 
in their own hands they are in 
position to take advantage of any 
favorable turn of affairs, caused 
by increase of population, en- 
largement of business and recov- 
ery of realty values. If they hand 
over control, they not only lose 
this opportunity, but place them- 
selves in position to be ‘‘farmed,’’ 
without consideration or mercy, 
and on the principle that whoever 
has real money is the man to eol- 
lect from.

AUSTRALIANS IN MARCH OFFEN- 
SIVE. 
Robert Blatchford, in London Sundcy 
Chronicle, Sept. 22nd. 
The Australians at Amiens. 

Now, I will state as well as I can 
and as far as I know what part the 
Australians took in the defence of 
Amiens, and in the subsequent recap- 
ture of the ground los in the spring 
retreat. I think a sketch of this sec- 
tion of the great battle, or campaign, 
will he!p us to grasp the larger situa- 
tion, and will enable us to do justice 
to Sir Douglas Haig, to our splendid 
British soldiers, and to the gallant 
and well-led Dominion troops. 

And, first of all, let me allude in 
| passing to a somewhat prevalent idea 
that too much kudos has been given 
to the D.minion troops and too little 
to our own, and especially to the Eng- 
lish troops. 
| If we have been more generous in 
our praise of the Dominion troops 
than of our own, that is quite in keep- 
ing with our national traits and is not 
inexcusable, but in this particular tn- 
stance the Dominion troops have not 
received the recognition due to their 
remarkable achievements, because 
while the fighting was going on it was 
not considered advisable to indicate 
the positions and dispositions of the 
various armies and divisions, 

Never Ceased to Attack, 

Two facts should be now made pub- 
lic. The first is that the stopping of 
the dangerous gap where the Allied 
lines met, the salvation of Amiens, 
and the brilliant and audacious vic- 
tories of Villers, Bretonneux, Hamel, 
Mont St, Quentin and Peronne were 
the work almost exclusively of Do- 
minion troops. The second is that in 
the darkest hour the Australian 
troops never ceased to attack and re- 
fused to adopt a policy of immobile 
defence. 

All this may be conceded to the 
gallant Anzacs without, as we shall 
see, doing any injustice to others of 
our own or Allied troops. Nothing 
could be finer than the conduct of our 
British regiments during the retreat. 

I will not burden our readers’ mem- 
ory with needless detail, but will con- 
fine myself to the essential qualities 
of the Autralian operations, The 
Germans attacked in overwhelming 
numbers on the 21st of March, and 
drove back the British on the Cam- 
brai front. The British were surpris- 
ed, and lost men and guns, but they 
fell back fighting. It is to be borne in 
mind that these retreating British 
troops fought continuously for five or 
six days and nights against superior 
numbers, and that they were so ex- 
haueted by fatigue and want of sleep 
that many of them failed to keep 
awake and fell into the hands of the 
enemy. 

At this time the five Australian di- 
visions were on the northern front, in 
the Ypres and Messines districts. As 
Sir Douglas Haig had no reserves to 
depend upon, and as things were Very 
critical he took the risk of moving 
four of the Australian divisions to- 
wards the south. That is, he rein- 
forced one front by depleting the 
other, It is quite true we had large 
reserves in England, but the German 
attack was made in France.

ture Amiens The most dangerous 
and critical point in the Allied line 
Was that part covering Amiens. It 
was to this threatened and wavering 
part of the line that the bulk of the 
Austraiian forces were finally sent. 
From about March 26, when the Aus- 
tralians held the line from the Ancre 
to the Somme, the Germans attacked 
in force. The Australian line held 
like a steel cable, 

On the 80th March the Germans 
forced back some of the exhausted 
British troops, and threatened Villers 
Bretonneux and Hangard Villers 
Bretonneux is on high ground, and 
overlooks the valley and the city of 
Amiens, which is distant about 10 
miles, as the shell flies, If the enemy 
could take and hold Villers Breton- 
neux, Amiens was lost. 

The fighting and manoeuvring 
fround Hangard, Villers Bretonneux 
and Albert went on for several days, 
and the struggle was very severe, The 
9th Australian brigade fought in the 
air, that is, with exposed flanks and 
no support, for three or four days, 
General Goddard, who commanded, 
being in action and without rest or 
sleep for 72 hours. 

Finally, the Germans drove the tir- 
ed and depleted British out of Villers 
Bretonneux, and Amiens was exposed. 
At this time, about the 24th of April, 
the Australian and New Zealand di- 
visions were drawn out in a thin line 
from Hebuterne (west of Albert) to 
| the French right flank. 

On the night of the 24th of April 
the Australians made a daring and 
clever counter attack In the darkness 
and recaptured Bretonneux. This 
Stopped the German advance and sav- 
ed Amiens. 

From that day the enemy made no 
further attempt to take Villers Bre- 
tonneux or to reach Amiens on that 
line and the Australian and New Zea- 
land divisions, disclaiming the role of 
Immobile defence, attacked and har- 
|rassed the Germans continually, tak- 
ing trenches or strong points, and 
capturing guns and prisoners, 
| On July 4th General Monash, hav- 
ing just taken command of what was 
now the Australian army, made a 
masterly attack on the Germans at 
Hamel and defeated them. In this 
battle two American battalions took 
part, and the tanks did great service. 

On the 8th of August the Austral- 
fans, Canadians and two British divi- 
sions made an attack on a large ecale. 
| There would be about 25,000 British, 
85,000 Australians and 80,000 Canad- 
}ians, ‘The attack was arranged 80 
that the French moved at the same 
time, and a big fight raged on a wide 
front. 

During this 


battle the Australians 


captured 7,000 prisoners and 150 guns 
with !mmense numbers of machine 
guns and material of war. The Can- 


adians did equally well, and an Am- 
erican brigade took Chipilly. 
Almost Continuous Success, 

Since that battle the advances and 
successes of the Australians and Can- 
adians have been almost continuous. 
They captured Bray and other vil- 
lages, and drove the Germans back 
upon Peronne. 

The battle of Peronne was, as any- 
one who has seen the field and the 
town would admit, an almost incred- 
ible achievement. The Australians 
| did not risk a rash and costly frontal 
attack, nor waste time in a formal 
siege. ‘The bridges having been de- 
| stroyed and the citadel being almost 
impregnable, they moved north of the 
town and attacked the formidable 
position of Mont St. Quentin. Here, 
after hard fighting and severe losses, 
and by dint of clever tactics and sheer 
daring, they 
}the Prussian Guard, capturing more 
prisoners than the numbers of their 
own forces engaged, and won thé 
| height which commands Peronne. 
| In two days they captured Mont St. 
Quentin and Peronne, a feat which 
| had taken the French two months and 
| heavy losses in the first Somme cam- 
| paign. 

Since the 8th of August last the 
Australians had won four important 
pitched battles, and had taken 17,000 
prisoners, over 200 guns, heaps of 
| munitions, machine guns and stores, 
and a score or more of villages. 

They are still fighting, still attack- 
ing, stil advancing. They are in 
splendid condition, full of fight, un- 
quenchably cheerful and unshakably 
confident,

Signs Abdication Document at Amorongon, Holland—Re- 
port Says Admiral von Hintze, Former Head of the 
German Navy, Secured Signature—Text of Abdication 


London, Nov. 30.—Former Emperor William signed his abdica- 
tion at Amorongon, Holland, yesterday, according to a dispatch to 
the Wolff bureau of Berlin, transmitted by the Exchange Telegraph 
company's correspondent at Copenhagen. The abdication decree, 
according to the message, expressed the hope that ‘‘the new regent’’ 


| would be able to protect the German people against anarchy, starva- 


tion and foreisen supremacy, 

The use of the word regent in the message is commented upon 
here as possibly significant. 

Washington, Nov. 30.—State department advices from The 
Hague today reported that Admiral von Hintze, former head of the 
German navy, was in Holland to obtain from the former emperor a 
formal proclamation of abdication. 


TEXT OF ABDICATION PROCLAMATION 

Berne, Nov. 30.—-The following is the text of the ex-emperor’s abdication 
proclamation received by the authorities in Berlin on Thursday morning and 
which was issued by the new German government, in order to reply to cer- 
tain misunderstandings which have arisen with regard to the abdication, fol- 
lows: 

“By the present document I renounce forever my rights to the crown of 
Prussia and the rights to the German imperial crown, I release at the same 
time all the officials of the German empire and Prussia and also all officers, 
non-commissioned officers and soldiers of the Prussian navy and army and of 
contingents from confederate states from the oath of fidelity they have taken 
to me, 

“As their emperor, king and supreme chief I expect from them until a 
new organization of the German empire exists that they will aid those who 
effectively hold the power in Germany to protect the German people against 
the menacing dangers of anarchy, famine and foreign domination. 

“Made and executed and signed by our own hand, with the imperial seal 
at Amerongon, November 28 William.”

MUNICIPAL CAMPAIGN 


One of the great dangers of elections of any kind is that so often the 
voters are influenced by other than the paramount issue. In this elec- 
tion, while the record of this year’s Council and of its Financial Com- 
mittee regarding taxation and finances are very important, in my opinion, 
the real issue is whether our elected Council and the Mayor, as the well 
paid leader of that Council, should feel bound to give to all classes of 
citizens the same-consideration that has been (forced or freely) granted 
in the larger national governments of the world. In my opinion, the 
municipal administration should hesitate not one minute over GIVING 
RECOGNITION to any group, class or union of its citizens. 

We are supposed to be,a group of families in close co-operation in 
regard to our daily life, much closer than the people of the province, or 
of the Dominion, of the Empire, could hope to be. With. the example 
of Premier Lioyd George, President Woodrow Wilson and our own Fed- 
eral Minister of Labor, W. T. Crothers, in recognizing the representatives 
of the various Unions of Labor during the past four or five years, it seems 
absolutely unbelievable that a City Counell elected for only a year should 
defy a petition containing over 7,000 signatures of citizens, this number 
being at least twice the number of votes obtained by any of the defiers 
when they were elected to office. When this petition was simply in sup- 
port of a previously entered into bona fide agreement with one class of 
the municipal emp.oyees, the action of the Mayor, the Chairman of the 
Finance Committeo and others, becomes even more impossible of belief.
